DETROIT, July 22.—(4)—Recall 
of Mayor Charles Bowles’in today’s 
election was conceded at 10:25 o'clock

tonight by John Gillespie, commis- 


sioner of public works and manager 
of the mayor’s campaign. 

With 750 out of 852 precints re- 
ported, the count stood: 98,667 for 
the recall and 72,586 against. The 
majority for the recall was 26,081. 

As the result of today’s election, 
the first recall in the city’s history, 
the mayor becomes a candidate for the 
office at another election to be held 


within 30 days. 

This election will be the third in 
which Bowles has campaigned for the 
office in nine months. He was elect- 
ed last November by a majority of 
approximately 8,500 after a campaign 
in which he was supported by the’ An- 
ti-Saloon League and similar organiza~ 
tions as a “reform candidate.” 

Today's election was the first In 
the history of the city, or of any 
municipality of its population class. 
in which a mayor was subjected to 
a recall fight. 

The campaign on the recall was 
the briefest ever held here, starting 
two weeks ago when the state supreme 
court declined to consider charges by 
the mayor and his supporters that the 
names on petitions asking for the elec- 
tion were fraudulent. 

The recall proponents made charges 
that the mayor had “tolerated law- 
lessness,” that he had impaired effi- 
ciency by dismissal of faithful! pub- 
lic servants, and that Gillespie is a 
“lobbyist and politician” and unfit 
for the office he holds. They also at- 
tacked the administration of the mu- 
nicipally owned Detroit street rail- 
way under Bowles, particularly his 
dismissal of Frank Couzens, son of 
United States Senator James Couzens. 
who had opposed Bowles when the 
latter sought to raise fares and had

TREATY OF LONDON 


Says Pact Is Foundation 
for Future Drastic Re- 
duction.

the London naval treaty. 
Ratification by Great Britain and 
Japan and depositing of all three sig- 
natures in London remain to be ac- 
complished to bring into full effect 
the covenant limiting for fhe first 
time all categories of fighting vessels 
for the three great naval powers. 
Earlier in the day, the chief execu- 
tive had said in a statement that the 
treaty, which was ratified yesterday 
by the senate, will “secure the full 


defense of the United S:ates” and will 
lay “the foundatnion upon which 
further constructive reduction in 
world arms may be accomplished in 
the future.” 

“With the ratification by the other 
governments,” Mr. Hoover said, “the 
treaty will translate an emotion deep 
in the hearts of millions of men and 
women into a practical fact of govern- 
ment and international relations. We 
should by this act of willingness to 
join with others in limiting armament, 
have dismissed from the mind of the 
world any ~>tion that the United 
States entertains ideas of aggression 
imperial power or exploitation of 
foreign nations.”

Earthquake shocks, varying from 
mild to disastrous, were registered 
over a wide area of southern Italy 
early Wednesday. 

Reports of damage and casualties 
trickled in slowly. Among the re- 
ports were: 

Naples—10 killed, 100 injured; 
great damage. 

Rome—Mild shock. 

Oscoto—Two killed, heavy dam- 
age. 

Barile, Foggia, Bari, Melfi, 
heavy damage and probably severe 
casualties, 

Sarno—Mapny buildings collapsed. 

San Severiro—Artillery barracks 
damaged and evacuated. 

Catania, Pozzuoli—Mild shock. 

Salerno—Some damage and great 
panic. 


NAPLES, Italy, July 23.—(Wed- 
nesday)--(UN)—A disastrous earth- 
quake shock shook Naples for 42 sec- 
onds at 1:06 a. m, today, and caused 
great property damage and unknown 
loss of life. 

A preliminary police report gave 
the casualties as 10 killed and 100 in- 


jured, but the city was in darkness 
and authorities feared dawn would 
send the estimate up sharply. 

The shock was felt generally 
throughout the middle portion of 
southern Italy. Shocks\of compara- 
tively mild intensity were felt at 
Rome, Catania and ¢lséwhere. 

But it was at Naples that the tem- 
blor did most mage. There was 
one great shock. Buildings trembled 
and electric light cables broke. The 
city was plunged into darkness, and 
then came two milder shocks to send 
the population rushing into the streets 
in panic. ' 

The Casanova bridge collapsed, and 
many buildings in the suburbs of Ca- 
podimonte and Fuorigrotta crumbled 
in ruins. Two tenants were. killed 
when the Madone palace crashed. 
Many buildings crashed in the resi- 
dential district of Vomero. Police said 
they feared nearly all buildings in the 
poorer sections of the city had been 
cracked seriously. 

It was not possible, in the dark- 
ness and confusion, accurately to esti- 
mate the casualties. It was not long, 
however, before injured men, women 
and children began reporting at hos- 
pitals. | 

The hospitals themselves were not 
immune, A room collapsed at the 
incurable hospital. Fortunately there 


here as elsewhere. 

Police, firemen and soldiers joined 
in rescue work, and in guarding 
against the grave dangers of fire. 
Patrols of soldiers soon were mak- 
ing their way through the city, guard- 
ing against looting, extricating vic- 
tims and trying to quiet the populace. 
_ Naturally there was a panic. Fam- 
ilies ran from their homes to become 
separated in the darkness of the un- 
lighted streets. So strong were the 
shocks that the screams of women 
were punctuated by the stately tolling 
of church bells, rung by the temblor. 

Electric light and telephone wires 
fell into the streets. Many persons 


reporting at the hospitals were suf- 
fering from burns received from live 
wires, 

A tour of the city at 2 a. m. show- 
ed almost total darkness and great 
confusion. Police and soldiers did 
what they could, but th: blessing of 
dawn was their first immediate hope 


of help.

Hindenburg’s Visit to 
Evacuated Areas Die in 
Waters of Moselle.

COBLENZ, Germany, July 23.— 
(Wednesday)— (4) —Tragedy came 
swiftly last night to end this city’s 
gay celebration of the evacuation of 
the Rhineland by foreign troops, in 
which President Von Hindenburg was 
the central figure. 

While fireworks were flashing from 
the historic castle of Ehrenbreitstein 
across the Rhine river, a pontoon 
bridge across the Moselle gave way 
under a crowd of about 80 persons, 
precipitating them all into the water. 

Only Seven Rescued. 

Only seven had been rescued shortly 
after midnight. The bodies of 40 were 
recovered from the water, which was 
about 20 feet deep. Dredging opera- 
tions were immediately undertaken by 
torchlight. 

When the Associated Press corre- 
spondent arrived at the entrance to 
the bridge, situated near the famots 
“Deutsches Eck,” junction of the 
Rhine and the Moselle, the bodies of 
28 adults and of two children were 
stretched out on the grass bank. 

Coblenz was thrown into/ conster- 
nation by the news of the disaster. 
The bridge was a frail structure, not 
available for heavy traffic. Thou- 
sands of persons had tramped across 
it'on their way back frou ‘the banks 
of the Rhine, ‘When it gave way the 
8O persons were watching the dying 
flare of the illuminations at the castle. 

Flags at Half Staff. 

The news of the tragedy spread 
rapidly through Coblenz when the po- 
lice ordered all saloons to close imme- 
diately, despite the previous special 
order authorizing cafes and beer gar- 
dens to remain open throughout what 
they had anticipated would be a gay 
night. ‘ 

Flags were struck at half mast as 
the news circulated. | 

Sad scenes with sickening swiftness 
took the place of happiness along the 


river's bank as relatives gathered to 
search for the missing. Those who 
could not locate a missing friend or 
relative sought consolation in the 
hope they might be still in Coblenz 
attending the festivities. 
_Shrill cries of horror rose above the 
ripping Of iron and old woodwork. 
Laughter turned to shouts of fear, ss, 
all in a twinkling, the bright, cheer- 
ca GE one ae in a black 
ass into the swift current below, 
bobbed out of sight. ae 
Von Hindenburg, asleep aboalll a 
special car on a train in the Coblenz 
railway station’ when the accident oc- 
curred, will not* be informed of the 
tragedy until he rises this morning. 
A spokesman, however, close to the 
resident indicated it was probable 
on Hindenburg would attend . the 
Rhineland celebrations scheduled at 
Treves and Aix-Le@-Chapelle, post- 
poning the rest of his projected tour 
in order to return to Coblenz to at- 
tend the funeral.

Abandoning his appegl from a con- 
viction on narcotic charges which fol- 
lowed three mistrials, James T. Reese, 
veteran railroad conductor, surrender- 
ed Monday at the federal penitentiary 
here to begin serving a four-year sen- 
tence, it was announced Tuesday at 
the office of the United States district 


| attorney. 


Reese first faced trial in 1928, when 


‘he and three others accused ‘of at- 


tempting to dispose of 78 ounces of 
“hi-jacked”. morphine were indicted by 
the federal grand jury. ‘The other 
three, Charles Chomsky, a former fed- 
éral convict: Herbert McCready, an 
auditor, and Woodward Lanford, en- 
tered pleas of guilty and have com- 
pleted serving ‘heir sentences. 

Reese admitted that he and Mce- 
Cready delivered the package at a 
Chestnut street drug store, but claim- 
ed that he did it as a. favor to Chom- 
sky, without knowing what the pack- 
age contained. 

A number of government § agents 
had been: planted at the drug store. 
Reese drew a gun when first confront- 


‘ed by the officers. 


The narcotics, originally a shipment 
of 100 grains smuggled into New Or- 
leans fsom Germany, were “hi-jacked” 
on board a train on which Reese was 
conductor, federal officers said. The 
tip came to the federal men when an 
attempt was made to sell the drugs to 
a Forrest avenue druggist, who in- 
formed the narcotic squad and intro- 
duced one of them as a prospective 
customer. 

Chomsky was sentencefl to three 
years, and each of the other two to 
13 months’ imprisonment. Pending 
his appeal Reese ae been at liberty 
under $15,000 bond

Right to Attack Laws. 

“No one who understands and ap- 
preciates the spirit of our institutions 
would question the right of any per- 
son to attack the laws under which we 
live, or to. attack the administration 
of the laws, either executive or judi- 
cial. It is true, of course, that there 
is a vast difference between attacking 
the law and preaching antagonism to 
any or fe all law. The law itself con- 
teinplates the freedom. of the citizens 
to abrogate, alter or amend the law; 
it does not contemplate that the citi- 
zen, under the name of liberty, shall 
hy law so leng as jt remains the 
aw 

“To attack the execution of the law 
or the administration of the law is 
equally justifiable. There is nothing 
sacred about presidents, governors, or 
judges. It is true that in attacking 
the enactment, execution and admin- 
istratic. of the law, the system of 
government itself must be respected, 
3 as not to prevent its orderly func- 
ion. 

Contempt of Court Is. Rare. 
“What we often hear spoken of as 
contempt of court is rarely so, and 
there is usually very little sympathy 
for judges who seek by ex parte trials 
to take undue advantage of critics by 
holding them in contempt for criti- 
cisms made not in the progress of a 
trial and not in the presence or proxi- 
mate presence of the court. To per- 
mit the latter might interfere with 
the administration of justic; but for 

a judge to use his judicial office to 


paneunee a man without a trial for an} 


alleged off@nse against himself, done 
not in the presence of the court, and 
not during the progress of any trial. 
is, in my opinion, almost always, if 
not absolutely always, unjustifiable. I 
recall once a remark made by a new- 
ly arrived Russian Jew at my old 
home town. Duting the dinner recess 
of court he came to wed with pallid 
face, trembling with @xcitement, and 
pointing to a certain individual, said, 
“T heard him eriti@ize the court.” Such 

might have invoked the severe penalty 
of ‘the law in the Russia from which 
he came, but such is not in conson- 
ance with America’s ideal of justice. 

Right of Revolution Exists. 

“Of course there is always the right 
of revolution, which belongs to every 
people above ‘and beyond the law. He 
who would essay to overthrow’ the 
form of government under which he 
lives does so at his peril. If he sue- 
ceeds he and his fellows become the 
governments generally autocrats. There 
are few Washingtons. If he fails he 
ought not to murmur at the risk he 
has incurred, or at the penalties he 
has invoked. As someone has ex- 
pressed it: 

"Treason never prospers. 
What's the reason? 
For when it prospers, 
None dare call it treason.’ 

“Finally, and in conclusion, I spoke 
| in the heginning of freedom of speech 
}and freedom of the press as related, 
not to governments, but to indivduals. 
Here, most of all, the high integrity 
‘of the newspaper profession is the 
greatest safeguard of the people. A 
venal press, or one corrupted self- 
ish motives, would be a menace to the 
safety of our citizenship under the 
liberal standard recognized by our in- 
stitutions, 

No Honest Man Need Fear Libel. 

“I repeat that rarely is it ever true 
that an honest man need stand in fear 
of libel from the public press. In 
an effort to be a little bit practical 
along this line, the main thing that 
I would impress upon newspapermen 
is that in dealing with individuals 
the truth is the greatest shield and 
armor to protect them against those 
who would seek recourse in libel suits. 
Of course there is not a high-toned 
newspaper in America that would wil- 
fully or intentionally seek to malici- 
ously defame another in a manner 
tending to injure his reputation or 
expose him to public hatred, cowtempt,

bodies. and of court proceedings, or 
to make a truthful report of informa- 
tion received from any arresting offi- 
cer or police authority.

“The trouble is nut inefficiency «cf 
the farmer, as charged by agricultural 
leaders,” Mr. Cobb added, “but is due 
to the fact that distribution is so radi- 
cally wneyen. 

“Only 30 per cent of the population 
of the nation is drawing but ten per 
cect of the income,” he said, ‘“‘and the 
farmer is drawing the smallest per- 
centage of them all.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Cobb urged a 
definite financial policy for the farm- 
er, “Unless a readjustment of natiou,] 
policy for agriculture is effected,” ie 
- said, “dire results may be expected.”

EXTENSION COURSES 
DRAW 2,024 STUDENTS 


ATHENS, Ga., July 22.—The di- 
vision of university extension of the 
University of Georgia had an enroll- 
ment of 2,024 for the past year, end- 
ing June, 1930. These students were 
candidates for college degrees or were 
taking professional training. 

This number exceeded the resident 
enrollment of the university by 155, 
according to J. C. Wardlaw, director 
of.university extension. 

Of the 2,024 registered, 1,197 were 
enrolled in extension classes and 1,130 
in correspondence courses. The num- 
ber of semester hours pursued by those 
in both departments was 8,240 1-2. 

Seven. full-time and nine part-time 
teachers offered instruction in 101 ex- 
tension classes, taught in 52 towns and 
cities of all sections of Georgia, and 
traveled 140,638 miles during the 
year to meet their classes. Twenty- 
three regular instructors of the uni- 
versity gave correspondence work, of- 
fering instruction in 50 separate 
courses. Two extension classes were 
devoted to graduate work, one in At- 
lanta, and the other in Gainesville. 

There are 155 courses offered in 
extension and correspondence by ten 
departments of the university. 

Students from 138 counties of the 
state were registered in both depart- 
ments, and 25 from 12 other states 
were enrolled in correspondence 
courses.

~ MURDERED IN RIVER

- MR. ANDERSON’S ADDRESS. 


Salient extracts from a graphic 
and informing address made before 
the .Atlanta Rotary Club yesterday 
by William D. Anderson, president 
of the Bibb Manufacturing Company 
at Macon, are of keen interest. 

Mr. Anderson’s subject was 
“Some Phases of Our Industrial 
Development Here in Georgia and 
the South,” as to which he is an 
accepted authority. As he developed 
his theme he made it obvious that 
there is no present subject more 
important to the future prosperity 
of the south, except agriculture, 
than that of the sane and just en- 
couragement of manufacturing in- 
dustries. To that desirable, indeed 
imperative, end there must be in- 
telligent understanding and co-oper- 
ation by all other business elements 
whose wages, earnings and surplus 
wealth-accumulating incomes are 
dependent upon the two factors 
that produce new wealth. They are 
farming and factoring. To hog- 
tie either of them is to stop the 
interactions of both that make for 
the prosperity of the community 
and the region. 


The south is yet a distinctly agri- 
cultural section in which the bulk 
of the population in gainful employ- 
ment is on the farms by nearly 
three to one. That fact alone argues 
that farming must be prosperous 
for the people of all occupations 
in the whole section to prosper. 
And the fact that farming is not 
prospering is not affording .eco- 
nomic self-support to three-fourths 
of our productive population, is the 
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enterprise applied to the resources 
of the region. To steady that faith 
and establish that fairness ds the 
duty of every progressive citizen 
of the south. 


GEORGIA’S EXPORT TRADE. 

On the whole the ‘exports from 
Georgia for 1929 were $70,935,462 
as compared with $73,142,913 In 
1928, showing a loss of $2,207,451. 
The three leading products shipped 
to foreign countries were $44,064,- 
297 of raw cotton, $9,715:536 of 
rosin and $4,625,792 of turpentine. 

Our exports of boards, planks 
and scantlings increased by $233,- 
986; cotton cloth, duck and tire 
fabric by $657,398, and leaf tobacco 
by $801,639, rising from $269,307 
in 1928 to $1,070,846 in 1929, 
Our other foreign exports included 
hogs, pork, cottonseed meal, nuts, 
pine oil, cotton’ mill waste,’ cotton 
yarn, cotton threag and cordage, 
cotton hosiery, logs and hewn tim- 
bers, stone and manufactures, non- 
metallic mineral productsg ‘sugar- 
mill machinery, other machinery, 
mineral earth for paints, and other 
chemicals and related products. 
Still the question stands up to 
be answered: Why did our exports 
decline while those of North Caro- 
lina increased by $30,860,810, and 
those of South Carolina by $4,986,- 
224, and those of Florida by $4.- 
765,726? What rail and port facili- 
ties have those states that are su- 
The figures given 
above are official and call for ex: 
pert analysis and explanation. We 
comfess they are disappointing and 
baffling. a 
South America offers wide and 
profitable markets for Georgia prod- 
ucts. Since the World War our 
American trade with that continent 
has grown five-fold, from $300,000,- 
000 to $1,500,000,000 and there 
Georgia producers should be able 
to find customers for a direct trade 
returning large profits. The Missis- 
Sippi Valley states are redching 
earnestly for that trade and yet our 
ports of Savannah and Brunswick 
are over 1,000 nautical miles nearer 
to the best of the Atlantic ports of 
South America. Why not go after 
their trade with even greater earn- 
estness than Iflinois and Missouri?

The court granted a hearing next 
Tuesday to John MacDonald, Balti- 
more night watchman, who c 
the continent to recant testimony that 
helped send Mooney and Billings to 
prison .for life. MacDonald in an 
affidavit in Baltimore last week said 
identifieations he made of Mooney and 
Billings at their trials were false. 

MacDonald’s hearing was set about 
two hours after he appeared before 
Governor C. C. Young, to whom was 
presented the Baltimore affidavit. The 
governor said the court had assured 
him of an early hearing and because 
of this he felt it “inexpedient” te per- 
sonally examine MacDonald. 

After listening at some length to 

Frank P. Walsh, Mooney’s attorney, 
the governor refused Mooney a par- 
don, explaining he deemed it expedient 
to refer both the Mooney and Billings 
cases to the advisory pardon board 
and the state supreme cvuurt. 
' The governor eaynot act on Bil- 
lings’ plea without a supreme court 
recommendation because Billings was 
Previously convicted of a felony. Gov- 
ernor Young has said he would be 
guided in Mooney’s case by supreme 
court action on Billings’ petition. 
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JERSEY TAKES LIVES 


OF 4 FOR MURDER 


TRENTON, N: J., July 22.—(#)— 
Frank McBrien, notorious gangster 
known as “The Jersey Kid,” and 
three of his companions were electro- 
cuted tonight for the murder of George 
B. Lee, paymaster. The last man 
was pronounced dead at 8:38 p. m. 

Victor Giametro, ‘who had hoped 
until the last for a reprieve, was the 
first to go. McBrien, Joseph Ma- 
langa and Joseph Rado followed 
quickly and all were dead within 2 
minutes. It was the second time in 
the history of New Jersey that four 
persons were executed at one time. 

Lee, who was 26 and cashier for 
the Publie Service Co-ordinated Trans- 
port office in Newark. was’ murdered 
in October, 1928, by robbers who fired 
through his cage and escaped witb 
about $4,000. 

The four condemned men all smoked 
as they entered the death, chamber. 
McBrien puffed a fat cigar, sniiled 
and shouted a cheery “O . boys, 
as Malanga and Rado said good-by. 

Rado was the only one of the four 
who spoke as the electrodes were ad- 
justed. He mumbled, protesting al- 
mostly incoherently that he was in- 
nocent. 

The crime for which they were exe- 
cuted caused a great stir throughout 
the state. Persistent detective work 
led to the arrest in Lackawanna, N. 
Y., of Andrew Selesia, Louis Ma 
langa and Victor Giampetro. The lat- 
ter two confessed the robbery but de- 
nied the shootjng. They also said 
they took part in half a dozen other 
robberies.

STATE SCHOOL WORK 


More Than $3,000,000 in 
Past Due Revenue 
Outstanding. 


‘The outstanding problem of com- 
mon school education in Georgia 1s 
securing payment of $3,000,000 of un- 
paid state appropriations, M. L. Duz- 
van, state superintendent of schools, 
told a conference of state supervi- 
uors at the capitol Tuesday. 


“Tremendous progress has _ been 
made throughout the state in creat- 
ing better organization of the schools, 
he said.. “The most important pro- 
fessional problem is to secure improved 
instruction and educational results. 
The solution of this problem need not 
wait wholly upon the complete pay- 
ment of the funds due from appropri- 
ations for 1928 and 1929, but it would 
le more easily and better solved if we 
had these funds.” 

Until they are paid, he added, the 
eommon schools will be unable to 
make progress in many directions. Un- 
paid balances are $1,504,905.52 for 
1928 and $1,708,004.45 for 1929. 

Mr. Duggan announced that he had 

mailed all county, superintendents 4 
circular letter advising them of the 
amount due and urging that they 
“ereate such public sentiment as will 
enable us to put our public schovol 
system upon a better basis of sup 
yort.”’ 
Public sentiment based upon accu- 
rate information will “create a power 
that will insure early and full pay- 
ment of the 1928 and 1929 balances 
still due the common schools and se- 
cure for the future prompt and full 
payments to the teachers,” he said.
